SUPER AIR SERVICE 
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A FORCE 
FROM THE 
COMMONWEALTH 


-It is good news indeed that 
a Commonwealth force is 
being organised to fight along- 
side the United States troops 
in Korea. But it is not so 
good that our defences are so 
low and the ground forces 
committed so extensively, 
that it took four weeks to find 
out how the will—which 
could never be doubted— 
could be translated into deed. 

The British Prime Minis- 
ter spoke for the nation when 
he promised that the Govern- 
ment would:try to match the 
high purpose and resolve to 
which President Truman gave 
expression in his last speech 
to Congress. We shall not 
start from scratch. For two 
years Britain has been en- 
gaging men and money on 
no small scale in dealing with 
terrorism in Malaya. Her 
military and other respon- 
sibilities still range across al- 
most the whole world, from 

-| Hamburg to Hong Kong. Even 
in Korea the Navy and Aus- 

t tralian fighter-planes were in 
the fight as soon as the Ameri- 
cans. 

But Britain is being com- 
pelled to re-arm and to make 
fresh sacrifices, as will also 
all the other signatories of the 
Atlantic Pact who are not 
wilfully blind to the lessons 
of armed aggression in Korea. 
Certainly the’ United States 
has set a magnificent example 
of leadership and purpose. 
The tragic nature of the com- 
pulsion of events is not so 
striking perhaps in her case 


as in that of Britain, who faces | 


the necessity of developing 
|her defences at the very 
moment when the long, hard: 
‘struggle for economic survival 
was showing conspicuous re- 
sults. There are now more 
than 22,000,000 men - and 
women hard at work—a level 
never attained before—ex- 
ports are also at record height, 
and income from shipping and 
insurance is at higher levels. 
An armaments programme 
cannot but deprive the people 
of the fruits of their labours 
and introduce another era of 
austerity. ; 

The lesson is plain enough, 
however, and it is’ not the 
habit of the British people to 
flinch when, by timely effort, 
a chance may still be found to 
prevent another world war— 
or to fight it successfully if 
unhappily it should yet come. 
The conflict in Korea may well 
be localised, but President 
Truman’s message made it 
clear that the aggression there 
cannot be thought of in isola- 
tion. The method of armed 
attack has once ‘more been 
adopted, only five years after 
the end of the last war, and

scattered about the world at 
which it may be tried again. 
The world thought .of the 
Mukden Incident in 1931 as a 
local affair.

American corrgspondents in 
Londor. have thought they could 
dotect a certain “schadenfreude” 
among some English people av 
the reports of American retreats 
and withdrawals have come jin. 
Perhaps some people have felt 
this way,’deplorable though It is. 
There !s often some tinge of envy 
and therefore malice In thei 
attitude towards a country so 
overwhelmingly prosperous and 
strong as America. But the feel-- 
ing, ‘If it exists, fs not widespread. 
For more British people-take it 
ns axiomatic that the long-term 
interests of Britain and America 
are one than Americans have ever 
dene or do today. , 


British ‘doubts 


The American correspondents 
are nearer the mark when they 
comment on the undereurrent of 
doubt in the British mind about 
the propriety of the Western 
powers taking action In Asia.

The fact that so many English-| 
men are thinking in this way 
shows’ how completely Great 
Britain has abandoned Its former

ferent countries of the world, 
but doubts whether it has the 
right to intervene. 1

Next consequence 


Tho next consequence of Korea 
has been to cause reconsideration 
—an anxiops reconsideratior—of 
many of the questions about de- 
fence on which untii*néw there 
had not been a great deal of 
anxiety.

Emanuo! Shinwell, when ho announced in the ‘House of Commons Bri- 
tain’s decision to send ground forces to Korea.

Shinwell said the British forces in ‘Malaya were actively engaged in 


the restoration of order and it would plainly be unsound to withdraw, 
troops ‘from Malaya at a time when there is good hope that their 
operations will be carried through to a successful conclusion. 
Howevor, Britain had no dosire to escape hor obligation to play her full 
part as a membor.of the United Nations in the restoration of order 
in Korea, he declared, 


Mr. Shinwell revealed that 
the measures Britain was tak- 
ing to increase equipment in 
various Services would cost 
an additional £100,000,000. 

After relating the = mensures 
taken by the Admiralty. to  In- 
crease the crews of the Far Enst- 
ern ficet and call up certain re- 
serves, M, Shinwell  sntd — that

Earlier, discussing the serlous-

Referring to the Paris meeting 
of the Western Union Defence 
Ministers last week; Mr. Shinwell 
sald, “I wills not conceal that 
the forces at present avatlable 
or in slight fall a long way short 
of requirements estimnted on 
even the most conservative basis, 
There js nothing to be gained by 
falling to recognise this. What 
gives it a special meaning js the 
deterioration in the international 
position in recent months.” 


Threat in Wost  . 
Stating that the strengthening 
of Western Union defence was one 
of ‘his main preoccupations, the 
Defence minister warned, “It fg 
in the West that the main on- 
slaught may come whatever. dl- 
versions may occur in other parts 
of the world.”

MANPOWER BILL 


‘PASSES 


SENATE 


Washington, July 26, 

The Senate today unanimously passed-a_ bill to 
remoye the 2,005,000-man limit on the size 
of the armed forces and let Prosident Truman 
increase their strength by about 600,000 to 


700,000 men. 


unexpected action came shortly after it was 
disclosed that the Navy was vastly expand- 
ing its ready combat force by taking 48 ships 
out of mothballs and increasing the man- 
power of naval units and the Marines. 


The Senate passed the man- 
power bill after approving an 
amendment by the Senate Re- 
publican leader, Mr. Kenneth 
Wherry, which would re-im- 
pose the present . ceilings on 
the armed forces on July 31, 
1954. Senator Wherry said 
all legislation granting cxtra- 
ordinary powers should have 
Some _ time _limit_and_the._bill 
could be’ extended later if 
necessary. 


- The House passed the bill yes- 
terday and it goes back there for 
action on the Wherry amendment. 
The House will probably agree 
quickly and send the measure to 
the Prestdent fur his signature.
